QUESTION: Are repeated ear in- 


fections harmful or dangerous? 
ANSWER: Ear infections are al- 
ways potentially dangerous. If 
not treated within a short period 
of time certain irreversible 
changes occur. 

Most commonly an ear infection 
is referred to as an inflammation 
and accumulation of pus in the 
middle ear. As this process 
takes place the delicate bones of 
the ear become thickened and 
bound down by the infective pro- 
cess. With each subsequent in- 
fection, or prolongation of an 
ear infection, one will notice a 
decrease in hearing activity. 
Often the hearing loss is not 
noted by crude tests and can 
only be detected by an audio— 
meter. 

Other complications which are 
associated with a middle ear in- 
fection are mastoiditis, menin- 
gitis, pneumonia, deafness, and 
rarely a brain abcess can occur.
